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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed 10/23/07, with respect to claims 6-1 1 
and 17-24 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 6-1 1 
and 17-24 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6-1 1 and 1 7-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 6, 
7, 10, 11, 17 and 21 , prior art found fails to teach of an image forming apparatus 
selecting a paper size that is equal to or larger than the detected maximum size of 
document images and calculates a magnification ratio on the basis of both of the 
maximum document size and paper size of papers on which the images are reproduced 
1 . Dependent claims are allowable for depending on allowable base claims.
